FREEMASONRY

When I was converted to Christ 
I had belonged to the Masonic 
Lodge in Adams, New York, about 
four years. During the struggle 
of conviction of sin through which 
I passed, I do not recollect that 
the question of Freemasonry ever 
occurred to my mind. 


New Views of Lodgism 

But soon after my conversion, 
the evening came for attendance 
upon the Lodge, and I went. They, 
of course, were aware that I had 
become a Christian, and the Mas- 
ter called upon me to open the 
Lodge with prayer. I did so, and 
poured out my heart to the Lord 
for blessings upon the Lodge. I 
observed that it created consider- 
able excitement. The evening 
passed away, and at the close of 
the Lodge I was asked to pray 
again. I did so, and retired much 
depressed in spirit. I soon found 
that I was completely converted 
from Freemasonry to Christ, and 
that I could have no fellowship 
with any of the proceedings of the 
Lodge. Its oaths appeared to me to 
be monstrously profane and bar- 
barous. 

At that time I did not know how 
much I had been imposed upon by

The Younger Women Marry 

It is perfectly natural, right, 
and proper that young people look 
forward to a home of their own. 


But it is a very critical time, and 
a mistake here may mean a ruined 
life. Therefore marriage should be 
entered into with extreme caution, 
There are three avenues of ap- 
proach to the marriage relation. 
First, the spiritual; second, the 
mental; third, the physical. 


1. The Spiritual 


“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers” (II Cor. 
6:14). A Christian should never 
marry an unbeliever. 


2. Mental 


They should have the same in- 
terests as much as possible. Hus-

As Assistant Editor of THE 
SWORD OF THE LorRD I receive a 
great deal of mail from our sub- 
scribers. I see most of the letters 
of criticism about the paper and so 
am aware of the problems which 
face some. Of course, some people 
cannot be helped to an understand- 
ing of what THE Sworp is doing 
but many others have come to un- 
derstand why we do things as we 
do them, 


Here are several questions and 
the answers which I give to those 
who write. 


Question: Isnt THE SWORD 
too direct and offensive about mat- 
ters of sin, Hell and judgment? 
A man told me one day that he had 
had THE SworD OF THE LORD dis- 
continued because he was embar- 
rassed to have it coming to his 
mailbox. He said that several is- 
sues of the paper had used the 
word “Hell” in bold type in the 
headlines and he -was afraid that 
unsaved people in his house would 
be offended to see it. 

Answer: Of course it is true that 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD is very 
direct and straightforward. We do 
not try to sneak up behind people 
with the Gospel, but rather believe 
that the straightforward honest 
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approach is the best in the long 
run, We believe that Bible lan- 
guage cannot be improved upon 
and when Jesus spoke plainly of 
Hell and judgment we ought to do 
the same. The same kind of a per- 
son that has trouble about this di- 
rect approach in THE Sworp OF 
THE LorD would also have trouble 
listening to Jesus preach. He called 
the religious leaders of His day 
“whited sepulchres” and spoke a 
great deal more about Hell than 
He did about Heaven. The wonder. 
ful results that we have seen here 
at the Sword in the number of 
souls saved each year is ample 
proof that God blesses this direct, 
straightforward and biblical ap- 
proach. 


Question: Aren’t Roman Catho- 
lics and those in false cults offend- 
ed by some of the things THE 
SWORD says about them? 

Answer: It is true that in THs 
SWORD OF THE LorD occasionally 
we go into the clear Bible teaching 
about what is wrong with Roman 
Catholicism, the Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses, the Seventh-Day Adventists 
and others.

Dr. Jack Hyles of Ham- 
mond, Indiana, and Rev. Walt 
Handford, assistant editor, and I 
wiH be speaking.

Winning Workers 


My brother Dr. Bill Rice, of the 
Bill Rice Ranch, Franklin Road, 
Murfreesboro, Tennessee, a few 
years back fouhded the Cumber- 
wood Christian Retreat. He set 
aside some forty acres on the 
ranch of thirteen hundred acres,

da. And very few people make any 
effort to win these deaf people to 


Christ. 


Churches all over America want 
someone who can speak the sign 
language and who knows the meth- 
ods of reaching deaf people with 
the Gospel. 

Dr. Bill and other directors of 
the Cumberwood Christian Retreat 
have decided we ought to have a 
school to train people in soul win- 
ning and particularly in the sign 
language, in principal Bible doc- 
trines, and other things necessary 
in winning deaf people.

The forty acres, the beautiful 
modern dining hall and kitchen, 
the tabernacle, the two motels 
with a total of thirty rooms, the 
thirteen two-room cabins, the two 
honeymoon hotels, the man-made 
lake, etc., are all owned, without 
mortgage, by the Cumberwood 
Christian Retreat.

Extremists 


The Royal Society for the Pre- 
vention of Accidents, in a release 
from Scarborough, England, issued 
a warning to women which some 
would probably consider rather ex- 
treme. Chemist J. L. Howlett told 
a conference of the society: “Tests 
on female clerical staff wearing 
nylon underwear and leather shoes 
revealed charges of 600 volts after 
walking 25 yards.” Thus, by wear- 
ing nylon underwear, women can 
cause explosions or fires. Howlett 
suggested that women working in 
Gangerous places wear “conduct- 
ing footwear,” that is, shoes which 
would dissipate the electricity. 


Though this may seem like ex- 
treme advice, the static electricity 
produces sparks when the women 
touch metal or another person and 
hence there is the possibility of ex- 
rlosion or fire. If the woman hap- 
pens to be working in a danger- 
ous place, no safeguard could real- 
ly be considered extreme. 


It is the same with the Christian 
in his daily life. Some would call 
the apostle’s advice to the Thes- 
salonians extreme when he said, 
“Abstain from all appearance of 
evil” (I Thess. 5:22). However, 
the smallest sin can sometimes 
produce the direst consequences, 
and many a life has been blighted 
by some seemingly innocent thing. 


When it comes to sin, it is not 
possible to be too extreme! ‘“Fol- 
low peace with all men, and holi- 
ness, without which no man shall 
see the Lord” (Heb. 12:14).

A Limited Vocabulary 


At fifteen months old, our little 
Don is not much of a talker. He 
makes lots of sounds, of course, 
complete with inflections, ques- 
tion marks and _ exclamation 
points! He can chatter for hours 
in his own baby-lingo saying lots 
of “words” that are entirely for 
his own amusement. His recog- 
nizable English vocabulary, how- 
ever, is so far limited to the barest 
essentials—Momma, Daddy, bye- 
bye, dog and gum! Just yesterday 
he pulled my face down to his and 
said very earnestly, “Num-num- 
num” and then was very pleased 
when I got the message that he 
was hungry and wanted something 
to eat! 


Most of the time Donnie gets his 
needs fulfilled by taking my hand 
and leading me into one room or 
another. Once there, he points in 
the general direction of whatever 
it is he needs and wants, and I 
am expected to know what he 
means, Of course I am not always 
successful on the first guess, but 
since I am his mother (and the 
mother of two older children who 
went through the same process 
at the same age) I can usually in- 
terpret his requests. 


On the other hand, little Don 
does not always understand my 
vocabulary. If I talk about the 
weather, the Berlin crisis, or the 
people down the block—that is 
all beyond his comprehension. Still, 
that in no way hinders our com- 
munication when we fellowship 
together. He has no difficulty 
whatever understanding what I 


mean when I say “I love you” be- 
cause he can see the meaning in 
my face and feel the meaning 
in the tenderness of my touch and 
he returns love for love with little 
grunts of affection and soft baby 
arms around my neck. He knows 
what actions on the part of his 
big brother and sister denote play- 
time and doesn’t have to be told 
when a game is in process. He 
can hear the shouts of laughter 
and watch the skipping and run- 
ning even though he might not 
understand all the words they use 
while they play. When he hears 
the welcome call “Daddy’s home!” 
he knows to run to the front door 
in gleeful anticipation of being 
swept into Daddy’s arms for a 
hug. 

Last of all, Donnie knows exact- 
ly the meaning of the word “no” 
—especially when it is said with 
a finger sternly pointed in his 
direction. He also knows that the 
command “leave it alone,” when 
ignored, will probably mean get- 
ting his little backside paddled! 
How wonderful it is that God 
gives the communication of love 
between parents and babies with- 


out the direct necessity for com- 
pletely understanding each other’s 
vocabulary. 


My vocabulary, too, must seem 
very limited to my Heavenly Fa- 
ther. So often I do not know how 
to express my needs and my deep- 
est heart’s desires to Him. Because 
of my own human frailty, I can 
only point in a general direction to 
show Him what it is I want out 
of life—then I must leave it to 
Him to fill each day with its own 
measure of joy and sorrow, work 
and rest, success and failure. He 
knows and loves me better than 
any human mother could know 
or love a human baby, and because 
of this, He anticipates my needs 
even before a_ single faltering, 
lisping request is uttered. My 
weak, undeveloped human mind 
has no capacity for communicat- 
ing with Him about the unsearch- 
able mysteries of the universe, of 
life and death, and eternity. But 
I can understand His infinite love 
and mercy, which He daily ex- 
presses in so many ways; I can 
enjoy the privilege of His gracious 
bounty; and I can feel the faithful 
hand of discipline which He must 
administer from time to time. 


Romans 8:14-16 says: 


“For as many as are led by the Spirit 
of God, they are the sons of God. For 
ye have not received the spirit of bond- 
age again to fear; but ye have received 
the Spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, 
Abba, Father.

we have always tried to maintain | tian 
a kindly approach toward individ- | 


ual Catholics and others in the 
cults. We regularly refuse adver- 
tising on mean and - malicious 
books which merely antagonize 
Roman Catholics. Though we felt 
it was not wise for 
States to have a Roman Catholic 
President and frankly said so in 
THE Sworpb, yet our approach was 
not the malicious approach of 
some others. We have had many 
Roman Catholics saved through 
the paper and try to deal kindly 
with them. 

Question: Wouldn't all the con- 
troversy carried on in THE 
SWORD simply confuse the un- 
saved and young Christians? Some 
have felt that because we have 
openiy criticized Dr. Billy Graham 
for his compromise, have been op- 
posed to the National Council of 
Churches, and have been very out- 
spoken in our opposition to mod- 
ernism that the unsaved and 


young Christians would be hurt 
by these controversial issues. 
Answer: My answer to this 


question is very simple. In the first 
place the bulk—of each issue of 
THE SWORD OF THE LorD is solid 
Bible teaching on salvation, soul 
winning, prayer, Bible study, re- 
vival, the Holy Spirit and a host 
of other important themes. We 
have just checked through the last 
12 issues of THE Sworp to see 
what percentage of the material 
actually was controversial.

The remain- 
ing more than 95% was given over 
to great messages on soul winning, 
power of the Holy Spirit, prayer, 
and a host of other important 
themes. 

Actually, anyone who is offend- 
ed by the controversy of THE

Paul dealt publicly with the splits 
and scandals in the church in 
Corinth. The Bible clearly reveals 
all of the awful wickedness of 
some of God’s choicest servants 
when they slipped and fell into sin.

talk things over together. Wife 
should be interested in husband’s 
work; that is the way they make 
a living. 

One day while holding meetings 
in California, we went to visit in 
a home that seemed to be break- 
ing up. A young man and woman 
of different nationalities had mar- 
ried. They had different back- 
grounds, different interests, and 
different ways of doing things, 
and it just made more friction. 

A friend of mine married a fine 
girl. They got along very well, but 
he decided later to be a doctor. 
As time passed he lost interest in 
his wife and married a nurse. I 
don’t know, but if his wife had 
taken interest in his line of work, 
it might have saved the home. 


3. Physical Affinity 


There should also be a physical 
affinity; that is, they should like 
the looks of each other. In the 
animal realm, among the pheasant 
family, for instance, the male bird 
must attract his mate by his 
beautiful plumage. But in the hu- 
man realm it is the direct op- 
posite; the female or the girl must 
attract her mate. But there are 
two ways of attraction; God has 
a way and the Devil has a way. 

God’s Way. It is always well and 
proper that a woman keep herself 
clean and neat, but the Bible says 
she is not to seek to attract her

spirit, which is in the sight of 
God of great price,” and I might 
well add, a meek and quiet spirit, 
which is in the sight of any good 
man of great price also (I Pet. 
3:4).

God has ordained that a woman 
wear “modest apparel, with 
shamefacedness and sobriety” (I 
Tim. 2:9). 

The Devil’s Way for Girls to 
Attract the Boys. The Bible tells 
us that some girls “forsake the 
guide of her youth,” modesty. 
Girls, wear decent clothing. Be 
not conformed to this world. If 
it’s doubtful, leave it alone. Re- 
member, the clothes you wear 
reflect your character. Solomon 
looked out of his window one day 
and saw a “woman with the at- 
tire of an harlot” (Prov. 7:10). 
And when you see women today 
walking down the street in the 
attire of a harlot, you are not 
looking at a godly woman, 


Bear Children 


“Lo, children are an heritage 
of the Lord.” Blessed is the man 
with a big family (Ps. 127:3). Now 
that is what the Bible says. Says 
someone, “You cannot raise a big 
family today; it takes too much 
money.” No, it doesn’t. If you 
didn’t demand all the new gadgets, 
you would make it all right. Of 
course the children will have to 
wear hand-me-downs, but they 
can do that. Ours did. 

In a big family, the children will 
quarrel sometimes, but pity that 
little fellow who says something 
against a little girl that has a 
bigger brother—he had better 
have his picture taken if he wants 
to remember what he looks like. 


Guide the House 


The natural sphere of the wom- 
an is in the home. You can hardly 
expect a baby sitter to bring up 
those children like Mother can. 
And you can hardly expect a 
mother to make enough in the 
business world to make up for 
what she loses by not taking care 
of her own children. Perhaps in 
the matter of health, a woman 
may have to get a job, but the 
natural place for the wife is in 
the home. Paul told Titus to teach 
the younger women to be “keepers 
at home” (Titus 2:5). 

But someone says, “Men failed, 
so women had to get into business 
and politics.” 

No, men have not failed. Men 
have not failed any more than 
women have failed. It is still true, 
“The hand that rocks the cradle 
rules the world.” When God want- 
ed a mighty man, Samuel, to rule 
His people Israel, He got a boy 
who had a quiet mother of prayer, 
Hannah. When God wanted a 
mighty man, Timothy, to stand 
with the Apostle Paul, He got a 
man who had a godly old grand- 
mother and mother, Lois and Eu- 
nice. 

The last chapter of Proverbs is 
the description of a good wife. 
There are many points there, but 
we will mention a few. 

“Who can find a virtuous wom- 
an? for her price is far above 
rubies.” Consider what that says. 
A ruby is a precious stone. 

A man in Pennsylvania, where 
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I lived, was able to pound out 
tiny horseshoes. They were perfect 
and he sent them all over the 
world to noted people as a good- 
luck emblem. He had three rooms 
of things he had gotten back. 


The ruler of India sent him a 
little ruby. He showed it to me 
one day and said, “That little ruby 
is worth more than a diamond. 
It is worth fifty dollars.” Figure 
that eut. If a man who has a 
good wife has something worth 
far more than rubies, and if a 
tiny ruby is worth fifty dollars, 
just think how rich a man is who 
has a two-hundred-pound wife. 

Verse 15: “She riseth also while 
it is yet night, and giveth meat 
to her household”; that is, she 
gets up and gets breakfast. I used 
to work in a place where some of 
the men drove ten or twenty miles 
to work, getting up way before 
daylight in the wintertime, the 
snow sifting across the road and 
the cold wind blowing. Some of 
their wives didn’t even get up and 
get breakfast. 

Now you can do that, but con- 
trast that with a home in Mans- 
field, Ohio, where I was holding 
meetings. One morning I got up 
way before daylight to catch a 
bus. As {I stood under a street- 
light, the snow piled high, sudden- 
ly the door across the street 
opened and a man started out to 
work. There was his wife to give 
him a royal send-off. What a 
wonderful way to start a day’s 
work! 

Verse 23: “Her husband is 
known in the gates, when he 
sitteth among the elders of the 
land”; that is, his shirts are clean, 
no buttons off. 

Verse 27: “She eateth not the 
bread of idleness.” I feel sorry 
for some men who work hard all 
week then come home and give 
their check to a wife who does 


not know the value of money. 
Socks are cheap, but don’t 
throw them away. Patch the 


socks; sew on the buttons. Don’t 
eat the bread of idleness. Don’t 
listen to those radio programs 
which say, “Wife, get this pre- 
pared food and get out of that stuf- 
fy wid kitchen.” Don’t listen to 
that. The kitchen is your realm; 
you are queen in the kitchen; the 
delight of your heart should be 
to be in the kitchen preparing 
good, wholesome food for your 
household. 

I oftentimes feel sorry as I 
stand in a big ten-cent store in a 
big city and see a long row of 
stools with women on them eating 
expensive ice cream dishes, and 
I know that many of their hus- 
bands are out working to make 
the living. Those things count up. 
No wonder some people are never 
able to get ahead—eating the 
bread of idleness. 

Verse 28: “Her children arise 
up, and call her blessed; her hus- 
band also, and he praiseth her.” 
Note that. Her husband praiseth 
her. He finds something good to 
say. Maybe the beans are burned, 
but the potatoes are good. 


Verse 31: “Let her own works, 
praise her in the gates.” When I| 


lived in Pennsylvania, a large 
family lived in a very poor house, 
but I°was amazed at those little 
children. They were always clean 
and so nice and neat. Verily that 
woman’s works praised her in the 
streets, 


Chaste 

“Give none occasion to the ad- 
versary to speak reproachfully.” 
That agent who plies his trade 
after husband goes to work does 
not have to come into your house. 
Give none occasion for the adver- 
sary to speak reproachfully. 


II. Order in the Home 


If you were driving down the 
street and a little ignorant police- 
man were standing there and he 
told you to turn the corner, you 
would turn, not because he is 
any bigger than you, but because 
it is a matter of position or order. 
And so is Heaven a place of or- 
der, princedoms upon princedoms. 
And God has ordained order for 
the home. The husband is the head 
of the home. 

Back in the Garden of Eden, 
God said to Eve, “I will greatly 
multiply thy sorrow and thy con- 
ception; in sorrow thou shalt 
bring forth children; and thy de- 
sire shall be to thy husband, and 
he shall rule over thee” (Gen. 
3:16). 

As I travel about the country, 
I am convinced that most of the 


trouble—the heartaches, the 
divorce and sorrows in the homes 
of our land—lies right there. 
Wives are not willing to take 
their God-given place in the home. 
Surely they would be far happier 
if they did so. 


That command comes into the 
New Testament absolutely un- 
changed. “Wives, submit your- 
selves to your own husbands” 
(Eph. 5:22), and Paul tells us that 
the word submit means “not an- 
swering again” (Titus 2:9). Wives, 
quit that arguing, debating, snap- 
ping, quarreling with your hus- 
band. All in the world you gain 
is the disrespect of your husband, 
and the love and respect of your 
husband is worth a million dollars 
to you. 

“A continual dropping in a very 
rainy day and a contentious wom- 
an are alike’ (Prov. 27:15). That 
nagging and that sharp tongue 
can work disaster and dampen the 
love of a husband. The same is 
true of a husband using sharp 
language toward his wife. 

Wife, when that husband comes 
home at night, he has a perfect 
right to expect a loving wife, a 
royal welcome, and things at home 
as they should be. 


Sometime ago I was hold- 


ing meetings in Florida, and 
one evening I took a walk 
before the church service. 


Suddenly a car came down the 
street and turned in just ahead of 
me. I saw a commotion in the 
house as Mother hurried to get 
the little babe to the door to meet 
Papa. Verily, there is no place on 
earth so near Heaven as the home 
that God ordained. 

The husband is the head of the 


home, but on the other side, “Hus- 
bands, love your wives, even as 


‘Christ also loved the church” 


(Eph. 5:25), 

Do you know how much our 
Lord loves the church? Verily, 
no wife who has a husband who 
loves her as Christ loves the 
church need fear to obey him. 
The church is our Lord's bride, 
and He is so jealous of His bride 
that He will not permit her to 
flirt with the world, and if you 
seek to flirt with the world, you 
are rated a spiritual adulterer 
(James 4:4). 

Let a wife who has a husband 
who is jealous over her rejoice and 
welcome it and appreciate it and 
never let another man touch her. 

And husband, when you come 
home at night, remember, your 
wife has been in the home all day 
and she is weary. She dropped 
a bottle of-milk this morning and 
had to clean up an awful mess. 
She tried so-hard to make a nice 
birthday cake for you and it did 
not come out right, and she is 
feeling blue. 

Now don’t ‘you come home 
growling like an old bear. Don’t 
you get behind a newspaper and 
just grunt a little. The Bible says 
for you to “live joyfully” with 
your wife (Eccles. 9:9). Play with 
her; tease her; tickle her under 
the chin; make her glad you came 
home. 


Children, Obey 
“Children, obey your parents” 
(Eph. 6:1). As I travel about I am 
amazed how many people have 
that in reverse. How hard some 
parents work trying to obey their

children. But children are to obey 
their parents. 


Father is the head of the home, 
with Mother submitting to her 
husband, and the children obeying 
their parents. In other words, Fa- 
ther states the proposition; Moth- 
er seconds the motion, and woe 
unto the little one who does not 
vote in the affirmative. 


Parents are to force obedience. 
“Withhold not correction from the 
child: for if thou beatest him with 
the rod, he shall not surely die 
[he may yell like it, but he won’t 
die |. Thou shalt beat him with the 
rod, and shalt deliver his soul 
from hell” (Prov. 23:13, 14). If 
you don’t spank that little fellow 
when he needs it, he may go to 
Hell and it will be your fault. 

“Foolishness is bound in the 
heart of a child; but the rod of 
correction shall drive it far from 
him” (Prov. 22:15). 


This is a command that is not 
always binding. A time comes 
when that child grows up and 
starts a unit of society of his own 
and no longer must he obey his 
father and his mother. But “hon- 
our” Father and Mother is a com- 
mand binding from the cradle to 
the grave. That old father and 
old mother have a perfect right 
to look forward to spending their 
sunset years in the home of son 
or daughter. 

When our Lord was on earth, 
people sometimes played a trick on 
the old folks. A man might take 
his old father or mother and say, 
“Corban.” That is, the money I 
might use to support you, I am 
going to give to the temple; now 
you can go. But our Lord said, 
You hypocrites, you make void 
the commandment of God by your 
traditions, for God commanded to 
honour father and mother (Mark 
7). 


III. Starting a New 
Home 


There was a family containing 
several boys, and the younger boy 
was quite a problem. He would 
come to the table with his hair 
on end, his face dirty, and with 
a water-line around his wrist. He 
never got above that water-line. 
His parents would send him from 
the table to clean up, but a few 
days later he would be back 
again in the same old condition. 

Years passed. One evening he 
came to the table with his hair 
wet and lying flat, his face clean, 
and the water-line all gone. As he 
sat down to eat his supper, no 
one said a word. Finally Father 
laid down his knife and fork and 
said, “Well, who is she?” 

That was it! That father and 
mother could scold through the 
years, but it did no good. But 
one day that young fellow met a 
girl, and one look at that girl 
did more to clean him up than all 
the scoldings of the parents. 
Verily, it is amazing what a girl 
can do to a boy. 

But I don’t blame girls for 
wanting a boy. One of the most 
wonderful creatures in all the 
world is a boy. They are almost as 
good as a girl. But listen, girls! 
Some boys are no good and it 
might be better if you never had a 
date than to go out with some 
boys. Keep your standards high, 
and if a boy’s standards are not 
high, away with him. 

And girls, if that fellow brings 
you home some night and Mother 


Sir Walter Raleigh was one day asking o 
favor from Queen Elizabeth, when the lat- 
ter asked him, “Raleigh, when will you 
leave off begging?” To which he replied, 
“When your Majesty leaves off giving’“— 
a thought worthy of being cherished con- 
cerning a Sovereign greater than Queen 
Elizabeth. 


It Might Have 


Been Worse 


Not long ago a man lost his leg in a 
railway accident. He was taken to a hos- 
pital where his wounds were dressed. The 
surgeon said to him, “It is very unfortu- 
nate that this should have happened to 
you.” “Oh,” said the man, “it might have 
been worse; I'm so thankful it was the leg 
with the rheumatism.” : 
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looks him over and shakes her 
head—you be careful; that mother 
of yours can tell more about that 
fellow in five minutes than you 
can in a whole month. 

And girls, it is nice to play the 
piano, and be a fancy worker, but 
those are not the main things of 
life. A dutiful daughter who can 
cook, and bake, and sweep, and 
sew is the girl worthwhile. Girls, 
get up and get breakfast; learn 
the household duties from your 
mother as you help her with the 
work about home. Pity that poor 
girl who has to go to high school 
to learn domestic science—fry 
bananas and things like that. 


Girls, send me ten cents for this. 
The reason I know it is worth 
ten cents is that the newspaper 
said so. An advertisement read: 
“Send ten cents and we will tell 
you girls how to keep your hands 
white.” The dimes rolled in and 
the answers rolled back: “Soak 
your hands in dishwater three 
times a day while Mother sits in 
the easy chair.” That would no 
doubt work for boys, too. 


Now I have been talking to 
girls, but I would like to talk to 
you boys awhile. This is for boys 
only. 

Boys, some girls don’t even 
know how to use a can opener. 
They are no good. Never ask that 
girl to be your wife while she 
has her  Sunday-go-to-meeting 
clothes on. You try this: Take 
that girl home some night and 
when you start to leave, forget a 
glove; leave a glove laying on a 
chair or somewhere. Then you go 
home. 


Next morning, kind of early 
come back —after your glove, of 
course. Knock on the door, and 
keep your eyes open. If that girl 


comes to the door with an old 
filthy dress on and her hair stand- 
ing on end—never mind the glove; 
you dig for the woods. But if she 
comes to the door with a neat 
dress and evidence she is helping 
her mother with the wash—grab 


her quick; that is the girl you 
want, 
IV. Enemies of the 


Home 
1. Unfaithfulness 


There are many enemies of the 
home, one of which is unfaithful- 
ness. God takes that one young 
woman and that one young man 
and binds their hearts in the 
closest union known to man—one 
flesh, a union so close and so 
sacred that to violate that union 
and that inner circle is to merit 
the highest penalty known to man 
—sure death. 

I was waiting for a train in 
Chicago and had passed out some 
tracts to those standing about. A 
soldier came to talk with me. It 
ought to have been one of the 
happiest times of his life, for he 
was on his way then to be dis- 
charged. Back he could go, to his 
wife and home folks. But he told 
me that he had just learned his 
wife was spending Saturday nights 
with another man, and “I am just 
waiting to catch them together.”’ 


If the neighbors had taken that 
wife and that other man out and 
stoned them to death, they would 
have fulfilled God’s command to 
Moses under the law. 

But says someone, “We are not 
under law; we are under grace.”’ 
That is true. We are not under law 
but under grace. I do not know 
to" whom I may be talking, but 


if it is to someone violating some 
little circle of someone’s home 
life, and you are comforting your 
hearts because you are not under 
law but under grace, you listen: 
“He that despised Moses’ law died 
without mercy.” They just stoned 
and buried a person. “Of how 
much sorer punishment, suppose 
ye, shall he be thought worthy, 
who hath trodden under foot the 
Son of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant... an un- 
holy thing.” Say, I don’t know 
what all those words may mean, 
but they must point to something 
that might well make the stoutest 
heart tremble (Heb. 10:28, 29). 

Sometimes a wife or a husband 
may see the strong language that 
God uses concerning adultery, or 
unfaithfulness, and conclude that 
maybe wife and husband should 
live far apart. But that is not 
right. What is absolutely right in 
that little inner circle brings us 
to the darkest pages of human his- 
tory when it is violated. “Marriage 
is honourable in all, and the bed 
undefiled” (Heb. 13:4). “To avoid 
fornication, let every man have his 
own wife, and let every woman 
have her own husband... Defraud 
ye not one the other.” If you do, 
Satan may flash another woman 
and there may be trouble (I Cor. 
7:2-5). 


2. Divorce 


Another enemy of the home is 
divorce. Young people, don’t let 
these easy laws on divorce get 
you mixed up. God did not make 
those laws. Never get married 
until you have the partner God has 
for you. And when you get that 
partner, stay put. 

Young man, when you take that 
girl to be your wife, you take 
her for better or for worse, and 


if she is “worser” than 


thought, you are stuck. 

Wife, “Let not the wife depart 
from her husband: But and if she 
depart let her remain unmarried” 
(I Cor, 7:10). 


Husband, ““Whosoever shall put 
away his wife, except it be for 
fornication and shall marry an- 
other, committeth adultery” 
(Matt. 19:9). 


3. The Relatives 


The relatives are often a source 
of discord in a home. We hear so 
much about the mother-in-law. 
But mothers-in-law are all right. 
One of the most important crea- 
tures in all the world is a mother- 
in-law. She is so important that 
if there were none, you would not 


you 


have a wife. We have to have 
mothers-in-law. It is wonderful 
when Mother falls in love with 


Son’s wife. 

But one mother-in-law in ten 
thousand, or fifty or ten, is the 
meanest creature that walks this 
earth. I meet up with things that 
make me boil all over. Mother 
has a perfect right to look forward 
to spending her latter years in 
the home of her daughter. But 
however welcome Mother may be, 
let her remember she is not a 
member of that little inside circle. 
She has had her fling. She has no 
right to boss her daughter, to boss 
the children, and to boss the hus- 
band. If she does, away with her. 

When holding meetings in Cali- 
fornia, there was a woman there 
who had lived five years apart 
from her husband because she

thought she must care for her old 
mother. Her mother was so mean 
she would break up the home. 
Scripture is very clear here. We 
are not to leave husband to care 
for mother, but if there must be 
a separation, a man-_is -to “leave 
and shall 
cleave to his wife” (Matt 19:5). 
A wife should not gang-up with 
her mother against her husband. 


V. Fruit of the Home 


God takes that one man and 
that one woman and joins them 
into one flesh. Then a most won- 
derful thing takes place when 
into that union there comes a 
bundle of responsibility. A little 
pig is fighting for its breakfast 
two minutes after it is born. That 
little babe cannot roll off a pillow. 
But soon that pig will pass off the 
scene forever, but in that babe 
is a life that will be somewhere, 
somewhere, somewhere. Even after 
the sun has burned itself into a 
cinder that babe will be some- 
where enjoying the smile of its 
Creator, or in shame and sorrow. 
It is up to Papa and Mama to 
bring that babe up for the Lord. 
What a tremendous responsibility 
to bring a little human being into 
this world! 


Every Christian home _ should 
have a family altar. Father and 
Mother should make Christ the 
real head of the home. “These 
words, which I command thee this 
day, shall be in thine heart.” Fa- 
ther and Mother should have the

Word of God abundantly in their 
own hearts. 


“And thou shalt teach them 
diligently unto thy children, and 
shalt talk of them when thou sit- 
test in thine house, and when thou 
walkest by the way, and when 
thou liest down, and when thou 
risest up. ... And thou shalt write 
them upon the posts of thy house” 
(Deut. 6:7, 9). 

“Write them on the posts of thy 
house.” A Christian home should 
have an abundance of good Scrip- 
ture mottoes on the walls. 


“Teach them when thou 
liest down.” When my children 
were small, I would go in the 
front room and lie on the floor. 
Then I would lay out my arms 
and soon I would have a row of 
heads down each arm and we 
would go through the Bible stories 
over and over. They never tired 
of them. 


“Teach them... when thou sit- 
test in thine house.” You may 
be sitting in the kitchen and the 
tea kettle is boiling away. “Chil- 
dren, see that steam coming out 
of the tea kettle? The Bible says, 
‘What is your life? It is even a 
vapour that appeareth for a little 
time, and then vanisheth away’ 
(James 4:14). Control that steam 
and it will drive a train across 
the country. Leave it alone and 
it is worthless. And so with your 
life,” ete. 


“Teach them 
walkest by the way.” 

A sudden gust of wind takes 
off a little hat. The little fellow 
races after it and comes back in 
triumph, holding it on his head. 
“Hey, Sonny. Do you know where 
that wind came from?” 

“No.” 

“Do you know 

“No.” 

“Well that’s just it. 
bloweth where it listeth, and thou 
hearest the sound thereof, but 
canst not tell whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth: so is every- 
one that is born of the Spirit” 
(John 3:8). Then you can give the 
story of Nicodemus and the new 
birth. 

A rooster crows. ““Boys, how do 
you suppose Peter felt that night 
he denied the Lord and the cock 
crew?” 

I was living in Michigan and 
had cut some wood. I borrowed a 
couple of horses and a wagon to 
haul it to the road. My little boys 
were in the back end of the 
wagon and I was driving, trying to 
miss the stumps and the trees. 
Suddenly I hearti a yell, and look- 
ing back, I noted the trouble. We 
had just passed beneath the over- 
hanging limb of a big beech tree 
and there hung a little hat. 

And what did we talk about— 
Absalom, whose head was caught 
in a great oak and his mule went 
on his way. 

Once we found a hollow stump 
and it made a fine little furnace.

If that garage or hardware 
store gives you a calendar with 
a silly half-dressed woman looking 
out at you—away with it! There 
is power in a picture. Well do I 
remember as the months and years 
passed how I as a little boy, 
would glance at a picture that 
hung on the wall—a man cutting 
wheat with a sickle and the words, 
“To him that soweth righteous- 
ness shall be a sure reward.” 


When my old grandmother died, 
I went back to the sale. There 
were chairs and beds and other 
articles of furniture strung about 
the lawn. But over on the south 
side of the house was a. big pile of 
trash, worthless material they did 
not know what to do with. Most 
certainly no one would want that 
pile of worthless junk. But one 
man in that crowd had his eye 


upon that pile of trash, and I 
got the whole thing for a nickle. 
On top of that pile was a Bible 
picture—the finding of the baby 
Moses. From boyhood to adult life 
that picture had hung on Grand- 
mother’s wall, and it was precious 
to me, 

Verily there is power for good 
or ill in a picture. And be careful 
to use real pictures, not modern 
art. The wildest Indian that ever 
roamed the primeval forests of our 
fair land eould not do worse. How 
wild is that human heart that 
delights to pervert the beauties 
about us. 


Before Israel entered the Prom- 
ised Land, God told Moses to teach 
them “this song,” for it shall not 
be forgotten (Deut. 31). 

How careful I used to be in the 
selection of records for our player. 
Beware of what you put before 
children in the form of song. What 
miserable noise I have to listen 
to as I eat my meal in a restau- 
rant. It sounds like the wail of 
a lost soul out of Hades. 

“Taint going to rain no more, 
no more.” But why sing that be- 


fore the children? Has not God 


promised rain and sunshine to the 
end of time? Why not rather sing, 
“Send us, Lord, the sunshine and 
the rain.” Verily, I am amazed 
at what parents put into the minds 
of children out of television. 

Wife had the little fellow in a 
big pan on the floor by the furnace 
giving him his bath. He began 
to sing, ““Now wash me and I shall 
be whiter than snow.” 

He was a little tot and was not 
to go up the stairs, but one day 
he tried to toddle up the steps 
and began to sing, “When the 
roll is called up yonder, I'll be 
there.” 

He was playing on the floor with 
his toys and having troubles, so 
he began to sing, “Jesus knows 
all about our troubles.”’ That little 
fellow is now a professor in a 
Christian college, one of the fine 
schools of our land. 

Verily, the nearest thing to 
Heaven that there is on earth is 
the home that God ordained. And 
may the reader of these pages so 
order his household that when the 
roll is called up yonder, his home 
circle will not be broken.

A Small Town Receives a Great Honor 


Do you suppose it ever occurred to Caesar Augustus to wonder 
why he made such a curious law? It certainly was curious! He ruled 
that every one in his far-flung empire should be taxed, and that they 


must all go back to the city of their birth. How strange! Why did 


he do it? Perhaps he never knew. But we know! Seven hundred years 
earlier, the Holy Spirit had moved a humble prophet to write, “But 
thou, Beth-lehem Ephratah, though thou be little among the thousands 


of Judah, yet out of thee shall he 
ruler in Israel; whose goings forth 
lasting.” 


come forth unto me that is to be 
have been from of old, from ever- 


But the virgin Mary, of whom this Ruler was to be born, lived 
in Nazareth. That was necessary to fulfill the prophecy, “He shall be 
called a Nazarene.” So God, in order that every shred of prophecy 
concerning Christ be fulfilled to the letter, caused a Roman Emperor 
to turn his empire upside down, so that the virgin Mary would be in 
Bethlehem when Jesus was born. Bethlehem was King David's city 
(I Sam. 17:12). It was proper that the great Son of David, who will 
sit on David’s throne forever, should be born in that royal city. 

Verse one hints at the rejection of Christ by the people He came 
to save. “They shall smite the judge of Israel with a rod upon the 
cheek.” This was literally fulfilled in Matthew 26:67, 68. 

Notice in verse two the explicit statement that the One to be 
born in Bethlehem is God Himself. Christ was not simply another man, 
more holy than the rest of us, Who set us an example, as the modern- 
ists say. His “goings forth have been from of old, from everlasting.”

You are not invited to “bring a 
covered dish” or a potluck dinner. 
You are not expected to provide 
your own food. You are not asked 
to go to a restaurant to buy your- 
self a meal. You are asked to come 
as the beloved guest of One who 
loves you and gladly provides for 
you. The invitation is, “And the 
Spirit and the bride say, Come. 
And let him that heareth say, 
Come. And let him that is athirst 
come. AND WHOSOEVER WILL 
LET HIM TAKE THE WATER 
OF LIFE FREELY” (Rev. 22:17). 

It is the plain invitation shouted 
down through the ages by the 
prophet Isaiah, “Ho, every one 
that thirsteth, come ye to the 


waters, and he that hath no 
money; come ye, buy, and eat; 
yea, come, buy wine and milk 


without money and without price. 
Wherefore do ye spend money for 
that which is not bread? and your 
labour for that which satisfieth 
not? hearken diligently unto me, 
and eat ye that which is good, and 
let your soul delight itself in fat- 
ness” (Isa. 55:1, 2). 


God is not offering a Blue Plate 
Special lunch for ninety cents! 
God is not offering a full-course 
dinner for $2.50 or a planked 
steak at an exclusive club for 
$6.00! God does not offer to sell 
you a meal. He offers to bring 
you to the greatest banquet in 
Heaven, and that without money 
and without price! 

In a similar parable in Matthew 
22:4, Jesus had the master order 
the servants: “Tell them which 
are bidden, Behold, I have pre- 
pared my dinner: my oxen and my 
fatlings are killed, 4nd all things 
are ready: come unto the mar- 
riage.” You see, the dinner is al- 
ready prepared! God provides all 
the things necessary for this ban- 
quet in Heaven. All you have to 
do is to accept the blessed invita- 
tion! 

It is for this reason that on the 
cross, just before Jesus died, He 
cried with a loud voice, “It is fin- 
ished!”’ (John 19:30). You cannot 
buy salvation with money. You 
cannot buy salvation with good 
deeds. You cannot buy salvation 
by crying and praying. You cannot 
buy salvation by joining the 
church and being baptized. YOU 
CANNOT BUY SALVATION 
ANY WAY IN THE WORLD! You 
can accept salvation free, or you 
can reject it. There is nothing else 
you can do, 

“For by grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is ‘the gift of God: 
Not of works, lest any man should 
boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). Do you re- 
member the Pharisee who stood in 
the temple and boasted, “‘God, I 
thank thee that I am not as other 
men are’? Do you remember how 
he boasted of his tithes, boasted 
that he was not an adulterer, not 
an extortioner? He was a poor 
unconverted sinner and went down 
to his house lost. But the poor 
publican who said, “God be merci- 
ful to me a sinner” and had noth- 
ing to offer, nothing of merit to 


bring, went down to his house 
justified rather than the other, 
said Jesus. 


2. Everybody Is Invited 

Did you notice in the Saviour’s 
parable of the great supper that 
the master first “sent his servant 
at suppertime to say to them that 
were bidden, Come...’’? Those pre- 
viously invited are reminded first. 
It is true that God gave Scriptures 
to the Jews before the Gentiles. 
It is true that to the Jews was 
given the law of Moses, the sacri- 
fice picturing the Saviour’s death, 
the tabernacle which prefigured 
His glorious sacrifice and ministry. 
But even in Old Testament times, 
the gospel was for Gentiles as well 
as Jews. Naaman the Syrian, Ruth 
the Moabitess, Nebuchadnezzar 
the Babylonian king, the inhabit- 
ants of Nineveh, and multitudes 
of other Gentiles found Christ in 
Old Testament times. The gospel 
was for all. But now that Jews 
have heard the gospel and rejected 
it, the command is to take the 
gospel to all the world, to press 
it upon every creature, to say, 
“Whosoever will, let him take the 
water of life freely.” So in the 
Saviour’s parable, we find that 
when the servant came back and 
reported that those first invited 
would not come, the master said, 
“Go out quickly into the streets 


‘ 


and lanes of the city, and bring 
in hither the poor, and the mained, 
and the halt, and the blind.” Oh, 
the Lord wants the poorest and 
the shabbiest! 


The servant was to go to every 
main street, go through every al- 
ley, go over across the railroad 
tracks, and down by the town 
dump. Everywhere, in mansion or 
shack, he was to spread the good 
word that the invitation to the 
great supper was to all. 


When the servant returned to 
say, “Yet there is room,” then 
the Lord gave strict command- 
ment, “Go out into, the highways 
and hedges, and compel them to 
come in, that my house may be 
filled.” Oh, don’t you see, every 
poor sinner in the world is invited. 
There is room for all! 


In a revival campaign in Texas, 
I went to a home to see an un- 
saved man. His wife and daughter 
prayed and cried while I talked 
to him about his soul. He said to 
me, “Brother Rice, I have never 
been called. I have never felt the 
urge from God to be a Christian. 
It is not my fault if I am still 
unsaved.” 

But I turned to II Peter 3:9 
and read to him these solemn 
words: “The Lord is not slack 
concerning his promise, as some 
men count slackness; but is long- 
suffering to us-ward, not willing 
that any should perish, but that 
all should come to repentance.” 
God is not willing that any should 
perish. God wants everyone to 
come to repentance. 

I turned to Acts 17:30 and read, 
“And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at; but now command- 
eth all men-everywhere to repent.” 
I asked him “Afré you not one of 
these mentioned when God com- 
mands ALL MEN to repent?” 
Then I turned to Revelation 22:17 
and read the precious promise, 
“Whosoever will, let him take the 
water of life freely.” Facing him 
sternly, I demanded, ‘“‘Aren’t you 
a part of ‘whosoever’? Don't tell 
me God never called you! On every 
page of the Bible, God commands 
you to repent, God pleads with 
you to believe, God invites you to 
come! If you go to Hell, it will 
not be because God did not call 
you but because you would not 
answer.” He dropped his head and 
in a moment was on his knees 
with me, asking God to forgive 
him and save him. He had never 
paid heed to the call, but God 
had called him, and God has called 
you. Whosoever will is to come! 

Oh, thank God for the great 
banquet in Heaven where there is 
room for all!

Did you notice how clearly the 

master commanded the servant to 

“bring the poor, and the maimed, 

and the halt, and the blind’? 

The very shabbiest were invited! 

The ignorant were wanted, too, 

as well as the learned.

had never eaten off snowy _ linen, 

nor used a napkin, nor drunk 
from tall-stemmed cut glass or 
precious china were wanted just 
the same as the rich and the elite 
and the cultured. Bless God, the 
poor and the ignorant and the 
sinning and the down-and-out are 


wanted at the heavenly banquet! — 


Had it been a big subscription 
dinner like the Jackson Day din- 
ner of the Democratic Party in 
Washington, D. C., where every 
diner must pay $100 for the meal, 
of course the poor would not be 
welcomed. But here there are no 
charges. Here there are no prices 
on the menu! Here, at this heav- 
enly banquet, there is no need 
even for a tip. The poor may par- 
take of the bounty as well as the 
rich. Yes, indeed, the poor may 
feel more welcome because the 
rich often want to pay their own 
way. The rich are often proud 
and. haughty. The rich often do 
not want to wear a wedding gar- 
ment that fits everybody. The rich 
often do not want to come through 
that gate so straight and that 
Way so narrow. But rich or poor 
may come, the nice Pharisee and 
the guilty publican just alike, pro- 
vided they accept the blessed in- 
vitation!

many of the pretensions of Mason- 
ry. But, upon reflexion and exam- 
ination, a severe struggle and earn- 
est prayer, I found I could not 


_ consistently remain with them. My 


new life instinctively and irresist- 
ibly recoiled from any fellowship 
with what I now regarded as “the 
unfruitful works of darkness.” 


Quietly Withdrawing 
Membership 

Without consulting anyone, I 
finally went to the Lodge and re- 
quested my discharge. My mind 
Was made up. Withdraw from 
them I must—with their consent 
if I might; without this consent 
if I must. Of this I said nothing; 
but somehow it came to be known 
that I had withdrawn. 

They therefore planned a Ma- 
sonic festival and sent a committee 
to me, requesting me to deliver 
an oration on that occasion. I 
quietly declined to do so, inform- 
ing the committee that I could 
not conscientiously, in any wise, 
do what would show my approval 
of the institution, or sympathy 
with it. However for the time, and 
for years afterward I remained 
silent, and said nothing against 
Masonry; though I had then so 
well considered the matter as to 
regard my Masonic oaths as utter- 
ly null and void. But from that 
time I never allowed myself to be 
recognized as a Freemason any- 


- where. 


Beginning a Public Testimony 
This was a few years before the 
revelations of Freemansonry by 
Captain William Morgan were 
published. When that book was 
published, I was asked if it was 
a true revelation of Freemasonry. 
I replied that it was so far as I 
knew anything about it, and that 
as nearly as I could recollect, it 
was a verbatim revelation of the 
first three dégrees as I had my- 
self taken them. I frankly acknow- 
ledged that that which had been 
published was a true account of 
the institution, and a true expose 
of their oaths, principles, and pro- 
ceedings. After I had considered 
gt more thoroughly, I was more 
perfectly convinced that I had no 
right to adhere to the institution, 
or appear to do so; and that I was 
bound, whenever the occasion 
came, to speak my mind freely in 
regard to it, and to renounce the 
horrid oaths that I had taken. 


Masonic Oaths Procured 
' by Fraud 


I found that in taking these 
oaths I had been grossly deceived 
and imposed upon. I had been led 
to suppose that there were some 
very important secrets to be com- 
municated to me; but in this I 
found myself entirely disappointed. 
Indeed I came to the deliberate 
conclusion that my oaths had been 
procured by fraud and misrepre- 
sentations; that the _ institution 
was in no respect what I had been 
informed it was; and as I have had 
the means of examining it more 
thoroughly, it has become more 
and more irresistibly plain to me 
that Masonry is highly dangerous 
to the State, and in every way in- 
jurious to the Church of Christ. 


Features of an Antichrist 


Judging from unquestionable 
evidences, how can we fail to pro- 
nounce Freemasonry an unchrist- 
ion institution? We can see that 
its morality is unchristian. Its 
oath-bound secrecy is unchristian. 
The administration and taking of 
its oaths are unchristian, and a 
violation of the positive command 
of Christ. And Masonic. oaths 
pledge its members to some of the 
most unlawful and _ unchristian 
things: 


1. To conceal each other’s crimes. 


2. To deliver each other from 
difficulty, whether right or wrong. 


3. To unduly favor Masonry in 
political actions and in business 
matters, 


4. Its members are sworn to re- 
taliate and persecute unto death 
the violators of Masonic obliga- 
tions. 


5. Freemasonry knows no mercy, 
and swears its candidates to 
avenge violations of Masonic ob- 
ligations unto death. 


6. Its oaths are profane, taking 
the Name of God in vain. 

7. The penalties of these- oaths 
are barbarous, even savage. 

8. Its teachings are false and 
profane. 

9. Its designs are partial and 
selfish. 

10, Its ceremonies are a mixture 
of puerility and profanity. 

11. Its religion is false. 

12. It professes to save men on 
other conditions than those re- 
vealed in the Gospel of Christ. 


13. It is wholly-an enormous 
falsehood. 
14. It is a swindle, obtaining 


money from its members under 
false pretenses. 

15. It refuses all examination, 
and veils itself under a mantle of 
oath-bound secrecy. 

16. It is a virtual conspiracy 
against’ both Church and State. 


Some Fair Conclusions 
No one, therefore, has ever 
undertaken to defend Freemasonry 
as judged by the above. Freema- 


sons themselves do not pretend 
that their institution as revealed 
in reliable books, and by some of 
their own testimony, is compatible 
with Christianity. So it must fol- 
low that, 


First, the Christian Church 
should have no fellowship with 
Freemasonry; and those who ad- 
here intelligently and determin- 
ately to such an institution have 
no right to be in the Christian 
Church. We pronounce this judg- 
ment sorrowfully, but solemnly. 


Second, should the question be 
asked, “What shall be done with 
the great number of professed 
Christians who are Freemasons?”’ 
I answer, let them have nothing 
more to do with it. Let it be dis- 
tinctly pressed upon their con- 
sciences that all Masons, above 
the first two Degrees, have sol- 
emnly sworn to conceal each oth- 
er’s crimes, murder and treason 
alone excepted; and that all above 
the sixth Degree have sworn to 
espouse each other’s cause, and to 
deliver them from any difficulty, 
whether right or wrong. 


Third, if they have taken those 
Degrees where they have sworn 
to persecute unto death those who 
violate their Masonic obligations, 
let them be asked whether they 
really intend to do any such thing? 
Let them be distinctly asked 
whether they intend to aid and 
abet the administration and taking 
of these oaths? Or if they still 
intend to countenance the false 
and hypocritical.teachings of Ma- 
sonry? Or if they mean to count- 
enance the profanity of their cere- 
monies, and the partiality of their 
sworn practice? If so, surely they 
should not be allowed their places 
in the Christian Church. 


Fourth, can a man who has 
taken, and still adheres to the 
Master’s oath to conceal any secret 
crime of a brother of that Degree, 
murder and treason excepted, be a 
safe man with whom to entrust as 
a witness, as a juror, or with any 
office connected with the admin- 
istration of justice? 

Fifth, can a man who has taken, 
and still adheres to, the oath of the 
Royal Arch Mason be trusted to 
public office? He swears to es- 
pouse the cause of a companion of 
his Degree when involved in any 
difficulty, so far as to extricate 
him, whether he be right or wrong. 
He swears to conceal his crimes, 
MURDER AND TREASON NOT 
EXCEPTED. Is a man bound by 
such an oath to be trusted with 
office? Ought he to be accepted 
as a witness or a juror when an- 
other Freemason is a party in the 
case? Ought he to be trusted with 
the office of Judge, or Justice of 
the Peace, or as a Sheriff, Con- 
stable, Marshall or any other of- 
fice? 


What Is Your Answer 


I appeal to your conscience in 
the sight of God, for an honest 
answer to these three questions: 

1. Is any man who is under 
a most solemn oath to kill all who 
violate any part of Masonic oaths, 
a fit person to be at large among 
men? 

2. Ought Freemasons of this 
stamp to be fellowshiped in the 
Christian Church? 

3. Do you believe that the sins 
of Masonic oaths are forgiven only 
to those who repent? And that 
we do not repent of those sins to 
which we still adhere? And that 
adherence makes us also partaker 


of other men’s sins? 

“The blood of Jesus Christ His 
Son cleanseth us from ALL sin.” 
“And every man that hath this 
hope in him purifieth himself, even 
as He is pure” (I John 1:7; 3:3).
